CALL a person a “crook” does not constitute a basis for re- 
co\ery of damages in a slander action unless specific allega­ 
tion of special dam ages is made, the Suprem e court ruled 
6 to 1 
today . 
Justice Rose dissented w ithout comment. 
“The word ‘crook,’ ” Justice Bay ard H. Paine said in the 
m ajority opinion, “is ordinarily used to denote a person who has 
been guilty of some dishonest, wrongful, or deceitful conduct, such 
as might or might not subject him to crim inal prosecution, but it 
certainly does not of itself ex press, or with any degree of cer­ 
tainty suggest, the nature of the wrong done, for while it is a 
term of reproach, it is not a word that clearly charges any par­ 
ticular crim e ” 
In atiirm m g tlie Dawson county D istrict court's dismissal of 
Earl L. Nelson’s $7,000 slander suit against Ralph E. Rosenberg 
charging defam ation of character because of certain ex pressions, 
the m ajority ruling said: 
NOT DAMAGE BASIS. 
“This court finds that the words used, to w it; ‘crook’ and 
‘not reliable,’ were clearly words of general abuse; that they were 
derogatory and disparaging, but that they do not constitute a basis 
for recov'ery of dam ages in the absence of a specific allegation of 
special dam ages.” 
The fact that Nelson alleged general damages, such as injury 
to his character, credit, reputation, and business and social stand­ 
ing in the com m unity as well as the suffering of “great anx iety and 
pain of body and m ind.’ prevented his recoveiy .

specialized m a study of job placem ent came this advice 
today to the June college graduate looking for a job: 
“Take an y km d of a job and hold on to it. at least until 
tim es get better, rather than sit around and feel sorr>- for your­ 
self 
“Don't be high-hat because ymu have been graduated from 
college. Be realistic. Recognize that in the line you have trained 
for there may not be any openings. 
If you can’t connect don't 
feel bad about taking som ething on a lower le\ el." 
The psychologist. Dr. Robert N. 
M c M urry, added that with 
m ore than 11.000.000 men out of em ploym ent college graduates 
could not afford to be “too choosy-” 
Dr M cM urry said the danger in not taking an available job 
lay in the effect on the graduate s morale. 
‘•Take for instance a man who has trained for an engineer's 
position and there is no opening for him .” said Dr. M cM urry. 
“He w on’t take a salesm an's job because he feels that it is be­ 
neath him. A fter several months of fruitless looking for an 
engineer's job his morale goes to pieces, whereas if he recognizes 
the situation and accepts another kind of position, he w:ll be 
earning som ething, gaining ex perience and keeping his morale 
until this rather unusual em ploym ent condition is over ”

■’N THE senate late Tu esday Senator George W. 


.. Norris of Nebraska expressed his pleasu re that 


congress had taken the step to place the postal de­ 


partm ent on a rigid basis of civ il serv ice. Those 


who know him or who hav e w atched his long 


career w ill appreciate the tru th of his statem ent 


that he had sou ght alway s to take the post office 


ou t of politics. Ev en his sharpest critics, and he 


has his political enemies, nev er hav e been able 


to point a finger at him and charge that he 


sou ght to u tilize patronage as a means of per­ 


petu ating him self in office. 
His position represents an ideal of pu blic serv ­ 


ice that is wholesome and good. It represents the 


v Msh of the people of the cou ntry . In both the 


abstract and the practical, it can be said with 


sou nd fou ndation that im prov em ent in the caliber 


of pu blic serv ice can come only throu gh placing 


political appointm ent on the basis of m erit and 


qu alification for discharging the du ties of the 


office. 
Bu t the action in connection w ith the post office 


w ill not prov e final u nless fortified by aggressiv e 


pu blic opinion. When and if there is a change 


in the adm inistration in national affairs, the party 


in power will face the tem ptation to break down 


civ il serv ice, and to fill the postal serv ice with its 


followers. There m ere adoption of more rigid civ il 


serv ice regu lation will not m ean any thing, u n­ 


less the pu blic, interested only in efficient pu b­ 


lic serv ice, is on gu ard to prev ent any breach 


w hich wou ld retu rn postal sav ings to the spoils 


sy stem.
